State Education Board Sets 
New 2.0 Probation Cutoff 


Any student dropping below a 
2.0 grade point average will be 
placed on probation starting the 
next academic year. 

The action taken last Thurs- 
day by the State Board of Educa- 
tion requires all junior colleges 
to use the 2.0 gpa as a standard 
in place of the present 1.75. 

“We are essentially there 
now,” Dr. John E. Johnson, SAC 
president stated. ‘‘We have been 
placing all students between an 
1.75 and a 2.0 on warning. Now 
they will be on probation.” 

The president stated that any 
college can be more stringent on 
its rules for academic levels than 
the rules that the state has set 
down. 

The state calls for all colleges 
to suspend students who were on 
probation for three semesters. 
SAC presently sets its standard 
at two semesters. 

“Tf we were following this. in 
my opinion we would be reducing 
our present scholastic standards 
and there is no such indication 
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that we would make such a 
recommendation to our govern- 
ing board,” Dr. Johnson explain- 
ed, 

Part-time students will be in- 
cluded in the new probation rul- 
ing. ‘‘After he has attempted 12 
units the gpa would be eval- 
uated and subsequent action 
(probation) would be taken,” Dr. 
Johnson concluded.

Real Estate 
Plugs Along 
Despite Drop 


While Santa Ana College en- 
rollment has driven almost every 
major field of study on campus 
to the “beyond capacity” point,’ 
the Real Estate Department 
plugs along, noting a drop of 
300 in enrollment over the past 
two years, 

Robert Peters, head of the de- 
partment, said “This is one of 
tthe best Real Estate programs in 
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It’s a sad state of affairs when an es- 
timated 2,000 American citizens feel it 
necessary to emigrate from the United 
States to Canada to avoid the draft. 

Heavy selective service quotas have 
“forced” many young males to leave the 
country, and forsake any hope of ever re- 
turning, according to a recent series by 
the Collegiate Press Service’s Roger Ra- 
poport. 

A large percentage of those who 
gave up residence in their mother country 
were recent graduates of American col- 
leges and universities. Upon arriving 
home from commencement exercises they 
were “greeted” with 1-A classifications. 

One such person, a graduate of a top 
Ivy League college, reasoned conscription 
was wrong because he wants “‘to have the 
right to say no to people. I’ve got better 
things to do than be used like a robot-like 
killer dog in the Army,” he said. “No one 
has the right to tell me to go drop napalm 
on people. I want the right to run my own 
life.” 

Canadian officials hold nothing 
against the immigrants. A career corporal 
in the Canadian Army told the press ser- 


vice, ‘‘... it seems to me that the United 
States hasn’t given its boys much of an ex- 
planation on why they should go to Viet 
Nam, so it seems to me if they want to 
come up here to escape the draft, it’s fine 
with me.” 

Even Lt. Gen. Lewis Hershey, head 
of the U.S. Selective Service, shows little 
concern over the draft dodgers. ‘‘This isn’t 
anything new,” he said, “there’s always 
been people who’ve left their country to 
avoid conscription. 

“The history books tell us that many 
of the mid-19th century immigrants to the 
U.S. were leaving central European coun- 
tries to escape compulsory service. And a 
lot of them became fine citizens here.” 

It is not for El Don to decide if the 
United States government is at fault for 
these boys leaving their country, or if it is 
some new kind of a “lacking attitude” by 
today’s generation that has raised the sit- 
uation. 

But El Don does feel it necessary to 
make students aware of what is going on, 
and that the draft is causing more than 
the “loss” of a few years from the Ameri- 
can man’s life. — T.A. 


the state, in my opinion,”

However, we have funda- 
mental courses which will pre- 
pare the individual for the Cali- 
fornia State License Exams and 
also promote the professional at- 
titude of 'the people in the field.” 

The program also boasts a very 
healthy list of reading material 
in the SAC library. Peters 
speaks very highly of the avail- 
able reference material and said, 
“We are constantly adding to the 
library materials.’

Nowhere is the quarter sys- 
tem discussed more today than 
on the college campus by col- 
lege students. 

With the adoption of the 
system by new California state 
universities and colleges during 
recent years, the gap of dis- 
agreement widens. 

One of the main concerns 
registered by college transfer 
students is the problem of

transition from schools on the 
semester system ito a school on 
the quarter system. 

The quarter system enforces 
three eight or nine week per- 
iods of instruction instead of 
the traditional two semester 
period, with a summer session 
added in. 

A two month transition per- 
iod faces students who trans- 
fer from the semester system 
to the quarter system in mid- 
year. 

PROBLEM APPARENT 


This problem is apparent to 
many junior college students. 

“I think the junior colleges 
should adopt the quarter sys- 
tem,’”’ commented fifth semester 
Santa Ana College student Jim 
Pentico. 

“If a student starts on the 
semester system -and transfers 
to a school on the quarter sys- 
tem there is a month or so 
where he is free. It is especially 
difficult for a guy who trans- 
fers because it makes him eligi- 
ble for the draft,’’ Pentico. reas- 
oned. 

Some students are of the 
opinion that if they didn’t at- 
tend the eight week summer 
session, they would be eligible 
for the draft. Still others con- 
‘vend that eight weeks would not 
be enough time to get a job. 

“T believe the quarter system 
might be fine, but for those of 
us who have to work to attend 
college it wouldn’t leave much 
extra time,’ sophomore Eddie 
Garza argued. 


“WHY SCHOOL?” 


Larry Fulcher replied, ‘‘Why 
go ito school at all? When you 
get out, the drop-outs have all 
the jobs. Besides if you didn’t 
go to the summer session you’d 
be eligible for the draft.” 

Bob Pieczynski puts a more 
intellectual light on the subject. 
“Tt’s a great idea. The ‘A’ stu- 
dent can spread his class load 
over the year and have more 
flexibility in planning his time.”’ 

Still another realistic ap- 
proach to the quarter system is 
the con argument that the un- 
organized student would be put 
to a disadvantage. 


“Tf the junior colleges went 
on the quarter system, there 
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would be an extreme hardship 
on the student who feels that 
he is not qualified for a four 
year college,’ John Nevin com- 
mented ‘because of study hab- 
its, monetary problems, or slow- 
ness in absorbing class mater- 
ial, although he has the ability 
of a good student.’ 

Whether the junior colleges 
follow through on the adoption 
of the quarter system remains 
to be seen. 


The arguments for and 
against the issue are convinc- 
ing, as has been presented in 
earlier installments of this ser- 
ies.

Pete Calagna, sophomore at 
SAC and member of the Student 
Bar Association before it dis- 
banded, spearheaded the move- 
ment to reinstaite the club’s con- 
stitution. 

“The central purpose of our 
association is depth-inquiry into 
the meaning of civil liberties, as 
based upon and guaranteed by 
the Constitution of the United 
States,” Calagna said. 

STIMULATE THOUGHT 


“In an effort to stimulate stu- 
dent thought in this crucial area, 
we will provide speeches, debates, 
panel group discussions, and 
publications for our academic 
community,” he stated. 


“The group is both left wing 
and right wing, it defends any- 
one denied their rights under the 
constitution,” added Calagna.
